Peter Phillips, mus the first to 
be born at St Mary's under Mr 
Pinker's cure. and Prince 
Henry is (he ninth. 

The baby assumes third 
place in line of succession to 
the throne, after the Prince of 
W'alcs and Prince Willian. 

In the history of the House 
of Windsor, ill fate has cast the 
second-born on to the throne 
with remarkable frequency. 
Edward VTL, Queen Victoria's 
second child. succeeded be- 
cause her first was a daugtıter. 
King George V succeeded 
because hiç elder brother. the 
Duke of Clarence, died prema- 
turely. King George Vi suc- 
ceeded because his elder 
brother chose Mrs Wallis 
Simpson in preference ta his 
iaberited duty. 

Eren NJr Arthur Scargill, the 
mineworkers’ leader and not 
hitherto a noted royalist, was 
moved to comment on the birth 
yesterday. Asked after a 
meeting in Sleffield what fre 
thought of the Princes name, 
he replied: “Thank God it’s not 
lan.”

The 
room, nhich despite its £140 a 
day rate is spartan and 
functional, was the same one in 
which the couples first chifd, 
Prince William, was bora more 
than two years ago. 

The birth was reported to be 
uncomplicated. Prince Charles, 
whe had been present through- 
oat as he had been at tbe birth 
of Prince William, told the 
crowd that the delivery had 
been “much quicker than last 
time”, and that the baby had 
pale biuae eyes and a baîr of 
indeterminate colour, a colour 
which in fact was seen to be 
dark brown wher Prince Henry’ 
emerged yesterday.

The Pope and Marxism

Sir, Graham Greene (September 11) 
reminds us, ã propos of the Pope 
and Marzism,. that Karl Marx 
disapproved of Henry VIII's dissol« 
ution of monasteries. Marx also had 
hard words for clergy with families 
who (in the person of Malthus and 
some, of his disciples) preached 
family-limitation to the poor. And 
some traces of “popery” in Mafx’s 
wrilings have a less oblique charac 
ter.

Nature notes 


Robins are singing again. tn their 
characteristic way ~ fike & st 
staiement, followcd by a wistf 
afierthoughL Many of them will 
spend the winter ncar their 
brecding-siıes. but some are on the 
move. Many Scottish robins come 
south. and others from the 
Continent are arriving on ihe east 
coasL The continental robins are 
ofien_shyer and wilder. Young. 
Goldfinches have mouhed and 
acquired the colourful faces of their 
parents: former family parties have 
now linked up and are fecding in 
flocks on thistleheads and dandelion 
clocks. Some coats still have half- 
grown young-grey. fluffy and 
spherical, while their patents arc 
black and sleek.

Ironically. the NHS Aleck 
Bourne wards are much nicer 
than the Lindo's fourth floor. 
Unlike the Lindo. they were 
modernized two years ago: all 
mod cons and painted a warm 
modern colour.
